Students 

; WS the face of recent rumours with to- 
I gard lo Canada's possible commit- 
I menta, tho university campaign against 
'conscription for active scrs'lce abroad 
I by Ordcr-ln-CouncIl Is gaining great 
headway in the West. Evidence of 
widespread interest in the Student 
Peace Movement and iia offspring, the 
All. Canadian Student Petition lo Parlia- 
ment, Is sei^n In the toundlng of a sis- 
ter movement OR'the campus^et Alberta 
University In Edmonton. ' 
"TSdmonlwl "'SSperS-^-Seiltfr^'airilcd 
the following item concerning the ac- 
tion of students In this direction: . 

"While continental European yotith 
Is being drilled for war, Canadian uni- 
versity students are uniting In a mass 
attack on conscription clauses of tho 
Militia Act. Strong opposition to forced 
enlistment has been voiced in the Ca- 
nadian university press. 

"Encouraged by progress being made 
at other Canadian universities, several 
undergraduate leaders are engaged Id 
forming an active unit of the Student 
I'oace Movement here." 

ISdmonlon Orsanixation Launclicd 

As a result of the efforts of a McGlU 
representative ot the Quebec Student 
Peace Council, In personally visiting 
the western university, an enthusias- 
tic group of students in Edmonton have 
launched the organization. 

In other western unlvorsitles tho po- 
tltlon continues to bo prominently dis- 
cussed In the press.- The Ubyusey, or- 
gan of the Students Society In the Un- 
ivcr;>)ty ot Brill.'ih Columbia recently 
carried an editorial in which it deplor- 
ed emotionalism and Peace Talk on the 
question of pbaco. It Is In nuarter.f like 
this that the petition Is belnar hailed 
as a constructive attempt to deal with 
(^Irtaln" realities ot the present situa- 
tion. 

Meanwhile the petition continues to 
have wide repercussions among tho 
French Canadian population. The 
French daily newspaper Le Devoir yes- 
terday published ' a front page editorial 
In which It commended tho potitlon 
and lauded tho work done tor the peti- 
tion by McGill students. >•

^I.FRED Pick and Nell Slorrl.son 
will represent McGill In tho second 
of H series of Intorcollegiato radio dc- 
bates which will bo broadcnat over the 
eautcrn network of Ihe CBC nt U.OO 
p.m. tonight. They will, oppose tho 
resolution that "Under • Present Con- 
dltloni Oiclatorshlp Is Prcfcrabto to the 
Democratic System", which will bo up- 
held by a team from Dlshops' Univer- 
sity. 

, The AtcGill speakers are both active 
In campus debating acUvltlea. Alfred 
Pick is the vice-president of tho De- 
bating Union and was Primo Minister 
of Ihc Oovernmcnl In tho recent Bilin- 
gual Mock Parliament. He Is the 
present' holder ot tho Ciiy Drummond 
Graduate Travelling Scholarship and 
haa recently returned from France. 
While In Europe ho- came into contact 
with citlsiens ot democracies and dic- 
tatorships at the World Youth Consress 
at Geneva. This 'enables him to speak 
with first hand .knowledge on the topic 
under dlGcusslon. 

Morrison InterTieneii 
' Xell . Morrison Is a graduate student 
In Economics. He has participated in 
radio debates before as he represented 
the University of Maniioba, of which 
he Is a graduate. In debates of .this 
type." 

When Interviewed last night, Neil 
Morrison explained that there were two 
aspects ot the subject, one being an 
international view, tho other an iu- 
ternal or national one. 

Arsumcnts For UicCatorsliip 

I'^om tho International aspect, tho 
advocates of dictatorship claim that it 
i? beneficial In maintaining natlonv.l. 
security and freedom from .'attack' of 
oilier, nations., From tHu ■ internal 
viewpoint they claim that a strong 
unified government Is necessary in 
times of crisis. Tho complexity of the 
modern economic .system is said to re- 
quire efficient legislation and execu- 
tion of law.s .can bo achieved under 
strons control such as Is offered by 
a dictatorship. 

The McGill speakers in atleraptlng 
to disprove the benefits of dictatorship, 
win contrast the attitudes and actions 
of Fascist countries In International 
affatrï with those of the democratic 
countries. This contrast brings out the 
fact that the dictator governed count- 
rlc.i have been tlio aggressors in all 
recent wars and one of the causes of 
tho present armaments race.' 

When à compàrisoh Is'mado of the 
Internal state of Fawlst and Demo- 
cratic countries It is seen that Germany 
and Italy are on tho verge of economic 
collap.'<e and that 'the only thing that 
Is provenling a breakdown is Iho sup- 
port which Is given from democratic 
countries. 

On the programme of future events 
for the Uobating Union, on l'"cbriiary 
'J4, Morton Oodlne and Ted Piper will 
speak at Hart Houaojn the University 
ot Toronto where they will' luirticiputo 
on opposite sldei ot à debate, "Re- 
solved That Provincial Rights and Na- 
tional Unity cannot Uvo In the Same 
House". A rottirn visit of Toronto 
dobulcrs will take place on March lut.

Recounts Experiences Pub- 
licizing Hockey 
In U.S.A. 

'T'HAT it is not' worth while to givo 
up tho advantages of .t college edu- 
cation lo participate in professional 
hockey, was the opinion expressed by 
Tommy Gorman, manager of the Mont- 
real Maroons, when' he addressed the 
Commercial Society Luncheon beld In 
the Union yesterday. 

îlr! Gorman^ommenced "wrch a brief 
outline of the development of profes- 
sional hockey since 1018. At that time 
there were only four teams, the Jlont- 
rcnl Wanderers, the Canadiens,, Ottawa 
and Toronto, tin the winter of 1018 
the Wanderers and Toronto dropped 
out, partly as a result of the war and 
partlj' because of lack of patronage. 
As an example of tho tremendous e.t- 
panston since those early days, Mr. 
Gorman stated that salaries then av- 
eraged only $C00 a year, aiid a profes- 
sional team could be run on about 
•'ttf,000 plus travelling expenses. 
Clicks at Dox- office 

Around lOL'o Tex Ulcltard perceived 
the box-office potentialities of this Ca- 
nadian gtime, and persuaded Col. Ham- 
mond ot Madison Square Garden to in- 
stall a rink In tho Garden. In Octo- 
ber 10-5, the New York Amcricanb, 
managed by Tommy Gorman, made 
their debut. Up till the last day even 
the opllmisliu Rlckard was doubtful of 
the success of the venture, but on ar- 
riving at the Garden he found that peo- 
ple were being turned away from the 
doors. Not even standing room wub 
available. From then on, th« success 
df| professional hockey in the States 
was assured. 

At this lime. Tommy Gorman was 
publicity agent for tho now game, and 
found that his chief difficulty lay In 
convincing the Americans that Canada 
was not merely ' a snow-clad waste 
where one hunted bears. 

' Hockey Miircads 

Rliiks appeared all over the States, 
even lis far south as San «Vntonlo, 
Texas. At one time, Mr. Gorman was 
visiting San Francisco, and an ac- 
niialntanco. Ignorant of his profession, 
took him over to Oakland to show him 
à special treat. The "Special treat" 
was a hockey game! 

Tommy slated that he was feeling 
quite bucked over the fact that Ihe Ma- 
roons had won six games in succession 
when someone informed him that Mc- 
Gill had won nineteen I Looking over 
at the Conimeixio members of the team 
who were at the luncheon, Mr. Gor- 
man declared that there were some 
plnyurs , i>resenl whom he would like 
to scti lined up for professional hockey. 
The injury to Nols Crutchftold, he 
continued, robbed hockey of a promis- 
ing star.

Address Is Given 
On English Homes 

McGill Professor Recounts 
History Of Country 
Homes 

Last night In the Mechanic's Insti- 
tute of ilontreal Pro'teasor Philip J. 
Turner F.R.I. B.A., F.R.LA.C, of Mc- 
Gill delivered an address entitled, "The 
Knglish Country House"., Mr. Thomas 
Clalklc presided. 

.Vt the commencement ot his address 
Professor Turner emphasined the tradi- 
tional lovo of the Englishman for hi,s 
country home. The lecturer then p.-o- 
i cccded to sive a short summary of the 
history of Kngl'sh uountry architecture 
from tho Renaissance to the middle of 
the last century, before entering In the 
m.tln text of his address. 

The lecture proper st.irted with .Nor- 
man times and, aided by slides of re- 
présentative structures, traced the 
gradual evolution of the country home 
away from Gothic architecture with Its 
protective battleiiicnt.s to the relatively 
airy and spacious Tudor manors. It was 
at this time that ;!ic landed gentry be- 
gan to build their homes In large pri- 
vato parks with rolling expanses ot 
well-trlmmcd lawn bounded by orderly 
hedges. 

The reign of Elizabeth .ii'riiiUici.' 1 one 
of the most glorious periods in the his- 
tory of Knglish architecture. During 
this age Inlgo Jones and Christopher 
Wren built somo ot tho most lovely 
country houacs in tho world. 

From tho Queen Anno period on. the 
style of English architecturo gradually 
declined until it reached Its nadir in iKc 
middle of tho nlnetcepth century.

Tlio first spécifie application of 
l!\cse principles conies when he reads the pby nnd 
onileavoum to aInKo It In hla own mind. If ho am 
] ai once accurately jminslne the settlnRs, groupings 
ciiaracters, and spirit of the piny, he wlil make a 
gocd producer. If he can put himself in the po.sl. 
tton of ;in averago member>of the audience, and can 
rlRhtly guagc his viewpoint, ànd reactions, ho has 
oven bolter hopes for success. This Insl Involves tho 
hardest task of the Troductlon manager, namely the 
submerging of hla own technically trained likes nnd 
dislikes In those ot tho audience and endeavouring 
to view the production as an Illusion of life without 
watchliiR for the mechanism by which this Is ac- 
complished. - ^ 

The producer must loam these altributw of stage- 
craft not only by ciperlment, which Is costly and 
leads too often to an unpro>Iucllvo expenditure of 
energy; but also by study of tho theory behind thia 
business of act ng. Ue must use naturalness and 
proportion as ht» yardsticks. He must Immltalo 
life by selecting certain salient features for exagger- 
ation en tho stage.' Tho picture painted must be 
executed In large stickosi. It is up to the producer 
to see that «11 Us element, are in proportion. As a 
tUial consideration to the theoretical side of a pro- 
ducer's work It is well that he should look at tho 
history ot diania and tho proiluoer's place In that 
history. Drama has como a long way from tho dance 
at the Greek feastfl, yet it has essentially the name 
jqiinlliles now as then. It wos, and Is, the process 
iot translating porno phase of human activity Into a 
form which will plcn.'e api-x-lAtors, both by its moan- 
ing and by its appearance. Tho producer, therefore 
must know how tho various arts of the stage have 
developed, their meaning and tho reasons for their 
present appeal. So much for Ills theoretical back- 
ground. 

Next (0 be considered arc the productr's duties 
during production In their correct chronological or- 
der. The very first thing that he must do Is to 
study tho play minutely from the point of view of 
Iherae, p'ot, mood, characterisation and technical 
confldcrailons. A thorough knowledge of every detail 
Is essential: IndeclAJon or uncertainty regarding any 
feature ot the play is fatal. This does not mean 
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The Convocation Ball

A mistaken impression gained by 
a manager can be dlsa-^troue. 

One o£ the greatest aids to a producer and to 
his aaclstants Is a model of the set, and, if possible, 
of the theatre Itself. Difficulties may be visualised 
in advance an3 more effectively avoided. At the 
opening meeting, the producer must make his own 
position clear, and that of each Individual in tlie pro- 
duction. It must be known that he ie the czar of the 
producOon, and that he has the power of on autocrat 
U iu at tliis point that directorial difficulties usually

"After Hie Civil War has been brought to an 
end, the stubborn class struggle contlnucn In tho 
form of a struggle between the survivors of a pre- 
vious economic syatcma." Nor wore wo cheered 
by this declaration on p. 40 of the Program: 

"The Proletariat . . . must niercHessiy eupprcM 
the slightest opposition on the part ot the vUlago 
bourgeoisie who ally themselves with the land- 
owners." 

Wo wore shocked by the frankncs.'s ot Lenin 
when wo read: 

"Tho dlctator^lp ot tho proletariat Is a relent- 
less struggle waged with blootlshed." Especially 
when wo remembered that dictatorship ot tho pro- 
letariat mcana dictatorship ot the Communist Parly. 
Proof? This statement from International Corres- 
pondence Aug. 0, lOSO; 

"The Communist Party will never renounce the 
role of Its dlrecllbn and Its revolutionary Initiative." 

Now such statements as these, however bloody 
and ruthlcM, cannot but seem palo and somewhat 
remote. In themselves they do not movo one to 
action. Their real vtcloiisncss. can bo appreciated 
only Ttrhcn we remember that 4,000,000 peasants were 
purposely starved to death In 1033 because they op- 
posed co'lectlvlM.llon. WTicn we remember tliat 7,- 
000,000 Russians have been exiled to concentration 
camps and prisoils bccaune they were "class ene- 
mies". When we remember the theses adopted by 
XII Plenum of the Executive Committee of the 
Communist International in Moscow, at the time 
during which the new Spanish Constitution was 
drawn up and promulgated. Included wjis the state- 
ment that "the prc-requlsitcs ot u rovolutionary 
crisis are being created at a rapid pace In Spain." 

But why, you a«k, are so many Innocent people 
fooled? Wlty'do good-natured people, ariiÂous for 
peace and Justice, see In Communism itomothlng 
which it confessedly Is notV The answer, we believe, 
lies In the plan of tactics adopted by tho Communist 
International, We auote a sentence from the speech 
of O. Kuusinen In hlA address to the 7th World 
Congress: ".wo must attack our class enemies In the 
rear." 

In other words, Communism has learned the ef- 
fecllvcncs.s ot knifing in tho back. H lius learned 
how to çbtalti, by dissimulation, the tcmponiry use- 
fulness of people who are eager to right the wrongs 
of the world, but who are miegulded enough to op- 
pose dictatorship and violence, But concerning all 
this we shall hav cuioro to say anon.

It is necessary 
frequently to reaffirm the central aim of 
our education and to attempt to I'el.ate the 
separate i)art.s to one another.

Tho producer should be In dally *conlact- with the 
director and should be able to key up Ma eommltteea 
a.^ the show approaches In much the same way as 
the Director keyti up the cast. Each member of 
each tommittec must have turned himself Into an 
automaton as far us hii! particular Job le concerned. 
Yet the producer must not take the reporta of each 
manager as necessarily sufficient, he must see for 
himself that every conimltlee has done what it said 

II ho^l done. If one department Is low he shoulil be 
able to help it by his own efforts through his exact 
knowledge of its function. 

Two days before the dress rehearsal he should 
have a production meeting and chock over every 
single Item In tho production book. Complete plane 
for the first dreus rehearsal should then be given 
out to each manager. The fewer the questtona 
that remain to be asked on the dress rehearsal night 
th« smoother it will go. Nevertheless during the 
reheat 6ttl the producer must be there to answer all 
questions, and, properly itpcoking he should never 
leave the atoge. Jt Is thus essential to have call 
boys to take messages to people with whom h« wishes 
to communicate. Before atartlng he should Inspect 
evciythlng. The actors should come up on stage to 
be seen by tho producer under the llghta for their 
costumes and make up, accncray and lighUng should 
be carefully checked. At the end of each act the

Then comes tho drawing up of the 
prciluctr'a report, which must be a document timllar 
to the prompt book of the director. Given to a per- 
son ot average experience It should lead to an exact 
reproduction of the p'ay — except that ho ml&takee 
would be m^de.

They havie no Interest In things of the 
past and are most enthusiastic about 
the modern mechanical age, They h.ave 
lost Interest in the Christian religion, 
leninism Is the present religion, though 
any religion may followed. 

f Ilussla's future is not- definitely as- 
sured because the Russians have no 
Idea of mechanics and they have no 
Idea of how to preserve macliinciT and 
their factorlea. car, aeroplane, tractors, 
etc. will soon fall to' pieces," continued 
the speaker.

Indeed, that a measure of 
sober second thought has moved Mr, J, M. to re- 
tract, to an appreciable oxlenl, the rash remarks he 
was careleas enough to miiUo following tho Montreal 
Orchestra concert uf Jan. SI ; and It Is iileasant to 
i-eallte that he has begiin.to iippreclate how callow 
and thoughtless they .seemed to readers not ac- 
qualnted with h|s own peculiar tastes and prejudices. 

I am prepared 'to agree with him, though, that 
Mr. Seton'u contribution to the argument was a 
very slight and unimportant ono, II may havo been 
rather stupid to drag the Spring Song back Into 
tho discussion, but It reflects very llltle glory upon 
Mr. J. M. that ho first resurrected Its hallowed 
bonciSi and advanced It as Kxhlblt A In his highly 
unconvincing attempt at a proof of Mendelssohn's 
mediocrity.

In his recent 
letter I have discovered ibo following singular. ob- 
servation:— 

"It (Mcndalasohn's music) Is out Of d.ite, Just 
as certain of the Victorian writers are out of date."
